The second passage of the ordinance took 
place with but little talk the impression gathered being that coun- 
cil was determined to proceed no matter what the mayor's views 
may be in regard to the proper method of dealing with the water, 
shortage. It has been anticipated that the mayor would veto the 
reservoir pi-oposal on account of his belief that the water

ruary 8th, 1915, is herewith re- 
turned to the Council at its first 
regular meeting held thereafter, 
without approval together 
with 


objections thereto as required by 
section 4234 Gen. Code. 


The three million gallon reser- 


voir proposed by this ordinance 
will be unnecessarily large, if 
constructed, and will require an 
increase of the price of water to 
consumers lo pay oft the bonds 
and interest. 


In our case, substantially the 


only need for a reservoir 
is, to 


hold the surplus water pumped 
during those hours of the day 
when the demand for water is less 
than the amount pumped,—so that 
the surplus water thereby accu- 
mulated may be ready 
and on 


hand for use in case the demand 
for water at any other time of the 
day may exceed the amount pum- 
ped 
A reservoir that will hold 


an entire day's supply for the city 
should meet this requirement, equ- 
ally as well as would a reservoir 
many times larger, 
and 
would 


cost less for construction. 


Where there is unlimited reser- 


voir capacity, water may he stor- 
ed to meet the needs for water in 
case of breakage of the machinery 
or in case of other interference 
with the supply. However to con- 
struct a reservoir with this object 
in A iew would require about one 
million gallons of storage capac- 
ity for each day the water supply 
may be cut off. A had breakdown 
might keep the machinery idle 
for a long time, and in view of the, 
engineer's estimates showing that, 
each additional million 
gallons 


capacity added to the reservoir 
will cost about $16,000.00, it woulcl 
seem that the cost of a reservoi.* 
large enough to be of use in such 
contingency might bankrupt the 
city.

Bottomley is doing it successfully, 
and gets the lion's share of ap- 
plause of every program.
